POLLS  CLOSE  WHEN  IRATE 
STUDENTS  CLAIM  ILLEGAL 
BALLOTS  CAST  IN  PRIMARY; 
FRAUDULENT  COUNTING  OF 
VOTES  IS  ALSO  COMPLAINT. 

Alleged  ‘stuffing’  of  the  ballot  boxes 
and  cheating  in  counting  the  votes  at 
the  student  body  primary  election  of 
the  University  of  Utah  last  Friday 
caused  student  officials  .to  halt  th< 
balloting  until  investigation  was  made 
It  was  shown  that  over  two  hundred 
votes  had  been  cast  in  favor  of  can- 
didates «ominated  by  the  Sigma  Chi 
fraternity,  apparently  by  but  one  per- 
son. Other  Sigma  Chi  fraternity  can- 
didates for  student  body  offices  were 
said  to  have  benefitted  by  the  illegal 
ballots. 

Representatives  of  other  fraternities 
on  the  campus  complained  that  can- 
didates of  the  Sigma  Chi  fraternity 
were  forging  ahead  in  a suspicious 
manner,  and  upon  investigation  the 
two  hundred  ballots  were  found.  It

Unique  Hike 


Brigham  Young  University’s  nine- 
teenth annual  invitation  track  meet 
and  relay  carnival,  to  be  held  Friday 
and  Saturday,  April  26,  27,  shows  all 
the  signs  necessary  for  an  extraordin- 
ary event.  The  official  program  con- 
tains a list  of  over  75  events,  and  in- 
vitations have  been  sent  to  over  two 
hundred  high  schools,  junior  colleges, 
and  freshmen  representatives  of  th< 
Rocky  Mountain  conference  schools. 

Every  effort  possible  is  being  con- 
centrated on  the  new  stadium  track. 
Probably  it  will  be  in  good  condition 
for  the  carnival  and  meet. 

For  senior  A and  senior  B class 
high  schools,  nine  races  and  six  field 
events  are  scheduled:  100,  '220,  and 

440-yard  dashes;  the  mile  and  half- 
mile  runs;  220  and  120-yard  low  and 
high  hurdles,  high  jump,  broad  jump, 
pole  vault,  shot  put,  discus,  and  javelin  , 
880-yard  and  medley  relays. 

In  the  junior  college  division  prac- 
tically the  same  schedule  of  events  are 
listed,  with  the  exception  of  the  120 
yard  high  hurdles  event,  and  the 
medley  relay  race  which  are  substi- 
tuted for  by  a one-mile  relay  race. 

Seven  events  are  listed  for  Rocky 
Mountain  conference  freshmen:  100, 

220  and  440- yard  dashes:  880- yard  and 
mile  runs;  220-yard  hurdles,  and  880 
yard  relay. 

Junior  high  school  events  are  the 
100,  220  and  440-yard  dashes;  high 
jump,  pole  vault,  shot  put,  440  and 
880-yard  relays.  The  50-yard  dash  be- 
ing eliminated  this  year. 

In  the  girls’  division,  seven  events 
are  listed  for  junior  high  schools,  in- 
cluding 50-yard  dash,  baseball  dis- 
tance and  target  throws;  running  high 
jump  and  broad  jump;  basketball  dis- 
tance throw  and  440-yard  relay.  In 
the  senior  girls  list  are  nine  event! 
as  follo’^s:  65-yard  dash,  70- yard 
hurdles,  broad  jump,  high  jump,  440- 
yard  relay  and  the  archery  champion- 
ship. 

Saturday  afternoon  the  women’s 
posture  parade  will  be  held,  immedi- 
ately following  the  grand  carnival 
parade.  All  other  girl’s  events  will  be 
held  Friday  afternoon,  starting  at  2:00 
o’clock.

bon-voyage,  and  are  sent  forth  to  take  up  their  work  among  the 
thousands  of  other  alumni  who  have  gone  before. 

The  first  year  of  stadium  existence  is  an  inviting  one  for  alumni 
cooperation  through  personal  attendance,  and  this  personal  attend- 
ance is  the  thing  planned  and  hoped  for  by  the  1929  Commencement 
Committees.

was  also  charged  by'  students  that  the 
Beta  Theta  Phi  fraternity  candidate 
for  president  had  been  receiving 
fraudulent  credit  for  votes  cast  in  his 
favor. 

The  president  of  the  Sigma  Ch' 
fraternity,  George  D.  Cushing,  denied 
any  knowledge  of  ‘stuffing’  on  the 
part  of  fraternity  members,  declaring 
that  an  investigation  would  be  con- 
ducted within  the  fraternity.  He 
pointed  out  the  fact  that  the  illegal 
ballots  were  hll  marked  with  green 
ink  in  such  a clumsy  manner  that 
would  indicate  that  the  stuffing  was 
probably  a frame-up  to  charge  his 
fraternity  with  cheating  at  the  polls 
and  thus  put  them  in  disfavor.  The 
general  feeling  was  that  the  alleged 
stuffing  was  done  by  individuals  and 
not  by  any  fraternity. 

As  the  student  constitution  of  the 
University  of  Utah  requires  that  the 
final  voting  be  held  not  later  than  Fri- 
day, which  is  the  twenty-sixth  of  this 
month,  president  Wood  of  the  Utah 
student  body,  declared  that  another 
primary  election  would  be  held  to  day.

The  appointment  of  Dr.  Christen 
Jensen  as  the  new  dean  of  the  gradu- 
ate work  is  the  desuit  of  the  growing 
importance  of  that  department  of 
work  in  the  B.  Y.  U.  Dr.  Jensen 
has  been  acting  dean  of  the  College 
of  Applied  Science  since  Dr.  M.  C 
Merrill  resigned  to  take  a position 
with  the  division  of  publications  of 
the  United  States  department  of  Agri- 
culture. As  a rapidly  increasing 
number  of  students  seek  higher  de- 
grees at  Young,  it  was  felt  that  the 
importance  of  this  department  de- 
manded the  appointment  of  a dean  in 
place  of  the  committee  which  has  had 
charge  of  the  graduate  work. 

To  succeed  acting  dean  Jensen  as 
dean,  of  the  College  of  Applied  Science 
Prof.  Lowry  Nelson,  director  of  th« 
Extension  Division,  and  at  present 
studying  at  the  University  of  Wiscon- 
sin from  which  he  expects  to  receive 
his  Ph.

Cougars  Sweep  to  Decisive 
Victory  on  Heavy  Track

NORTHERN  ENTRIES  TAKE 
ONLY  FOUR  FIRSTS;  NEW 
MEN  STAR  FOR  B.  Y.  U. 


Cougar  tracksters  clearly  demon- 
strated their  superiority  over  their 
northern  rivals  from  the  Utah  Agri- 
cultural College  Saturday  on  the  old 
“Y"  field.  Rain,  cold,  and  a soli 
track  cut  down  the  marks  established 
in  the  various  events.  The  “Y” 
track  team  had  but  little  difficulty  in 
gaining  a substantial  lead  in  the  early 
events  and  gradually  increasing  it  to 
more  than  40  points  before  the  meet 
was  over.  The  final  point  score  was 
93  1-3  points  for  the  B.  Y.  U.  to  51 
2-3  points  for  the  northern  invaders. 

Captain  Owen  Rowe  was  the  out- 
standing individual  star  of  the  meet, 
capturing  four  first  placees  and  run- 
ning the  last  lap  of  the  880-yard  re- 
lay to  annex  a total  of  21  1-4  points 
for  his  school.  Rowe’s  firsts  were 
made  in  the  100  and  220-yard  dashes 
the  220-yard  low  hurdles  and  the 


broad  jump. 

Myers,  sprint  star  of  the  U.  A.  C. 
squad  placed  second  to  Rowe  in  the 
number  of  points  registered  for  his 
school  by  winning  a first  place  in  the 
century  and  220-yard  dash,  and  run- 
ning a lap  on  the  winning  relay  team. 
Myer’s  time  of  51  2-5  seconds  for  the 
quarter  was  exceptionally  fast  when 
the  time  of  year,  weather  conditions 
and  the  softness  of  the  track  are  tak- 
en into  consideration. 

' The  Aggies’  strongest  entry  was  in 
the  high  hurdles  which  Worthington 
negotiated  in  16  seconds  flat.  Stranger 
and  Bowen  of  the  U.  A.  C.  followed 
Worthington  over  the  line,  finishing 
second  and  third  respectively. 

Staples  gave  a nice  exhibities  of 
pole  vaulting  to  win  from  Belliston  of 
the  U.  A.  C.  when  the  latter  failed 
to  clear  tlie  bar  at  11  feet  6 inches. 
McGregor,  Hali^erson  and  C.  Prince 
all  “Y”  junipers,  tied  for  first  place  in 
the  high  jump  at  5 feet,  8 inches. 

Tony  Bentley,  long  distance  ace  of 
the  ‘Y’  squad,  scored  a first  in  sports- 
manship, when  he  slowed  up  in  the 
mile  and  two  mile  events  to  enable 
Nelson  and  Merkeley  to  . win  first 
places  and  their  letters. 

Reeves,  Corbett,  and  Bunnell,  veter- 
an “Y”  weight  men,  made  almost  a 
clean  sweep  in  the  hammer,  shot, 
and  discus  events.  Each  won  a first 
place  in  one  event.  Reeves  in  the 


hammer,  Burincll  in  the  shot  put,  and 
Corbett  in  the  discus. 

Kitchen  of  the  Cougars  pushed 
Smith  and  Phillips  of  the  Aggies  to 
the  limit  in  the  javelin,  but  was  forced 
to  content  himself  with  third  place. 
Kitchen  will  probably  be  heard  from 
in  this  event  before  the  season  rolls 
past. 

Jensen  and  Wright  tied  for  first  in 
the  half-mile,  finishing  with  yards  tc 
spare  in  lead  of  Brown  of  the  A.  C. 

The  mile  and  half-mile  relays  were 
divided.  The  “Y”  team  composed  of 
Rasmussen,  F.  Prince,  Vacher  and 
Rowe  won  the  half  mile  event.  In  the 
mile  relay  Myers  of  the  Utah  A.  C., 
outlasted  Les  Wright  and  overcome 
a three-yard  lead  to  finish  first  on*the 
last  lap.  Probert  and  Ripple  ran 
strong  races  in  this  event. 

The  “Y”  presented  a well  balanced 
team,  capturing  13  out  of  17  first 
places,  eight  second  places,  seven  third 
places  and  one  triple  tie  for  a third. 
The  Farmers  scored  a clean  sweep  in 
one  event,  the  high  hurdles,  while  the; 
‘Y’  made  two  clean  sweeps  in  the 
shot  put  and  high  jump.
